To reconcile differences in the details eom - 
prised within the well-defined lines of 
principle, will not be the sole task of the 
conference, but as it seems tome, ite mem- 
ders will aleo have in charge the question 
whether Democratic principles themselves 
are to be saved or abandoned, 

There is no excuse for mistaking or misap- 
prehending the feeling and the temper of the 
rank and file of the Democracy. They are 
downcast under the assertion that their 
party falls in ability to manage the Govern- 
ment and they areapprehensive that efforts 
to bring about tariff reform may fail; but 
they are much more downcast and appre- 
hensive in their tear that Democratic princli- 
ple may be surrendered. 

In these circumstances they cannot do oth- 
erwise than to look with eonfdence to you 
and those who with you have patriotically 
and sincerely championed the cause of tariff 
reform within Democratic lines and guided 
by Democratic principles. Thls confidence 
is vastly augmented by the action under your 
leadership of the House of Representatives 
upon the bill now pending. 

SURRENDER MEANS DISHOXOR. 


Every true Democrat and every sincere 
tariff, reformer knows that this bill 
in its present form and as it willbe sub- 
mitted tothe conference, falls far short of 
the consummation for which we have long 
labored, for which we have suffered de- 
feat without discourgament; which in 
its anticipation gave us a rallying 
cry in our day of triumph and which in its 
promise of accomplishment is so interwoven 
with Democratic pledges and Democratic 
successes that our aDandonment of the cause 
or the principles upon which it rests means 
party perfidy and party dishonor. 

One topic will be submitted to the confer- 
ence which embodles Demoratic principle 
so directly that it cannot be compromised. 
We have in our platforms and in every way 
possible declared in favor of the free impor- 
tation of raw materials. We have again and 
again promised that this should de accorded 
to our people and our manufacturers 
as soon as the Democratic party was in- 
vested with the power to determine the 
tariff policy of the country. The party has 
now that power. We are as certain to-day 
as we have ever been of the great benefit 
that would accrue to the country from the 
inauguration of this policy and nothing has 
occurred to release us from obligation to ses 
cure this advantage to our people. It must 
be admitted that no tariff’ measure can ac- 
cord with Democratic principles and prom- 
ises or bear a genuine Democratic badge that 
does not provide for free raw materials. 

In these circumstances it may well excite 
our wonder that Democrats are willing to 
depart from this, the most Democratic of all 
tarif® principles, and thet the inconSist- 
ent absurdity of such a proposed departure 
should be emphasized by the suggestion 
that the wool of the farmer be 
put on the free list and the 
protection of the tariff taxation be placed 
around the fron ore of corporations and 
capitalists. How can we face the people 
after induiging in such outrageous discrim!- 
nations and violations of principle? 


RO MIDDLE GROUND. 


Itis quite apparent that this question of 
free raw material does not admitof adjust- 
ment on any middle ground, since their sub- 
jection to any ratg of-tarif taxation, great 
or small, is alike a violation of Demosératic 
princ) ple and Democratic good faith. 

I hope you will not consider it intrusive if 
Isay something in relation to another sub- 
ject, which can hardly fall to be troublesome 
to the conference. I refer to the adjustment 
of tariff taxation on sugar. 

Under our party platform and in aceord- 
ance with our deciared party purposes Sugar 
is a legitimate and logical article of revenue 
taxation. Unfortunately, however, inci- 
dents bave accompanied certain stages of 
the legislation which will de sub- 
mitted to the conference that 
have aroused in connection with this sub- 
jecta natural Democratic animosity tothe 
methods and manipulations of trusts and 
combinations. I confess to sharing in this 
feeling; and yet tt seems to me we 
ought, if possible to sufficiently free our- 
selves from prejudice to enable us coolly to 
weigh the considerations which in formu- 
lating tariff legislation oaght to guide our 
treatment of sugar as a taxable articie. 

While no tenderness should os entertained 
for trusts, and whilelam decidedly opposed 
to granting them, under the guise of tariff 
taxation,any opportunity to further their 
peculiar methods,I suggest that we ought not 
to be driven awayfrom the Democratic 
principle and policy which lead to the taxa- 
tion of sugar, by the fear, quite likely exag- 
gerated, thatin carrying out this principle 
and policy we may indirectly and in- 
ordinately» encourage a combination of 
sugar refining interests. I Know that 
in present conditions this is a delicate sub- 
ject and I appreciate the depth and strength 
of the feeling which its treatment has 
aroused. I do not believe we should do evil 
that good may come, but it seems to me that 
we should not forget that our aim is the 
reduction of the tariff and in taxing 
sugarfor proper purposes and within rea- 
sonable bounds, whatever else may be said 
of our acts, we are in no dangerof running 
counter to Democratic principlg. With all 
there is at stake there must be in the treat; 
ment of this article some ground upon which 
we are all willing to stand, where toleration 
and conciliation may be allowed to solve the 
problem, without Gemanding the entire 
surreader of fixed and conscientious convic- 
tions. 

I ought not to prolong this letter. If what 
I have written is unwelcome, I beg you to 
believe in my good intentions. 

In the conclusions of the conference 
touching the ng merous items which will be 
considered, the people are not afraid that 
their interests wl not be neglected. They 
know that the general result 860 far as they 
are concerned will de to place home nec- 
essaries and comfort more easily within 
their reach andto insure better and surer 
compensation to those who toll. 

We all know that a tarif® covering all the 
varied interests and conditions under a 
country as vast as ours must, of necessity, be 
largely the result of honorable adjustment 
and compromise, 

lexpect very few of us can say when our 
measure is perfected that all its features are 
entirely as we would prefer. You know how 
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judgment of a majority of our Democratic 
brethren. Ithink there isa general agree- 
ment that this is a party duty. 

This is more palpably apparent when we 
realize that the business of our country 
timidly stands and watches for the re- 
sult of our efforts to perfect tariff 
legislation, that a quick. and 
Certain return of prosperity waits upon a 
wise adjustment, and that a confiding peo. 
ple still trustin our hands their prosperity 
and well-being. 

The Democracy of the land plead earnestly 
for the speedy completion of the tariff 
legisiation which their representatives have 
undertaken, but they demand not less 
earnestiy that no stress of necessity shall 
tempt those they trust to the abandonment 
of democratic principles.

The Deds manifesto, resulting in the Over- 
ton edict, warning all railroad men at the 
Stock Yards to desist from work or be 
branded as scabs, seemed to have little 
effect to-day on the men to whom it was 
addressed or upon the situation at the Stock 


Yards generaliy. Rallroad employes re- 
turned to their work as usual, switching was 
continued and the packers seemed inclined 
to treat the matter as a joke. 

S of the different packing houses 
showed that business is improving. There 
came in 13,000 head of cattle, 28,000 hogs and 
5,000 sheep. 

The Stock Yards eompany will endeavor to 
solve the problem cf securing protection for 
its men outside of working hours by lodging 
and boarding them in its buildings. Cots 
were placed in the buildings to-day. J 

The rough treatment of workingmen by 
strikers still goes on and coupling pinsare 
used on heads nearly as often as on trains. 
Considerable alarm is felt lest the fire of last 
night should prove to be only the firstof a 
number of outrages. 

At the Pullman Works to-day Manager 
Middleton was busily engaged in régeristing 
men willing to work. The announcement 
that the shop will open as soon as a sufficient 
force is secured has developed considerable 
weakness among the strikers, and it is 
claimed in two hours to-day the Manager 
registered 825 men. A force of about 1,000 
will be necessary before the works will re- 
sume. 


Potato Shipments Resume d. 


EDWARDSVILLE, III., July 19.—For some 
days past the railroads have been resuming 
their scheduies on all freights and are get- 
ting their business moving with about the 


old-time dispatch. The shipments of pota- 
toes, which was suspended entirely fortwo 
weeks, have begun to move again, about ten 
car loads per day being haadied.

WAS VERY MUCH WORRIED. 
That night Bertero remained at the office 
after all the other clerks had gone. He re- 
marked that he was waiting for a telephone 
message.

He went 
home, left his office and safe keys on the 
bureau, took nis revolver hd hurried away. 
He never left his teys *#fore and never 
carried a revolver.

About ili o’cicck 
a friend saw bim in company witha woman. 
There is no trace of him since.

TRAIN ROBBED 


Frisco Passenger Train Held Up 
in Indian Territory. 


Red Fork Express Office First Looted 
by the Robbers. 


BILL COOK’S CREW OF BANDITS RECOG- 
HIZED AS THE RAIDERS. 


A Few Dollars, Seme Small Merchandise 
Packages and a Jus of Whisky] Were 
All They Get-—Said They Were Leok- 
img ter a Big Package ef Meney—A 
Meunted Posse Pursuing the Gang. 


Last night six outlaws held upa Frisco 
passenger train in Indian Territory. They 
rode up to the little station at Red Fork 
about 7:80 o’clock, dismounted and after 
tying their horses, walked into the depot and 
leveled their Winchesters at Agent Defen- 
dort. 

The agent was commande to open the 
safe and hand over the contents. He 
quickly obeyed, but the total amount of cur- 
rency on hand was only $15.75, The robbers 
then looted the express office and secured a 
few cases of shoes and several boxes of 
cigars. Having taken all the plunder in 
sight the robbers tied the agent and carried 
him to the platform outside so as to prevent 
him frem warning the incoming train by 
telegraph. 

The west-bound train arrived at 7:55. One 
of the bandits held up the engineer and fire- 
man, anotherthe conductor and brakeman, 
and two stood guard over the passengers. 
The other two broke open the ex- 
press car. Messenger Chapman, whose 
brother was killed in a train rob- 
bery several months ago, showed fight 
and was knocked senseless with the butt end 
ofa Winchester. The safe was opened, but 
there was nothing in it. A jug of whisky 
was all the car contained and the robbers 
took it. They salad they were looking 
for a valuable money package. It 
was not on the train and the 
robbers gave vent to their disappointment by 


firing a volley from their Winchesters, after 
wsich they mounted their horses and disap- 
peared. A se, headed by the Wells-Fargo 
core agent, started in pursuit this morn- 
ng. 
Areport of the robbery was telegraphed 
here to Supt. Simpson of the Welis-Fargo 
Express Co. and to General superinten - 
dent Wentworth of the Frisco.

The 
report frst gained circulation at the Capitol 
at 10 o’clock and was fully verified by Chair- 
man Wilson of the Ways and Means Come 
mittee, who was cognizant of the facts that 
had led up to the President's action. Much 
significance was attached by members of 
Congress to the appointment, and it was 
main topic of conversation to the excl 
of the impending tariff confilct. 8 

The appointment was finally decided on 
yestesday afeernoon. It had been in con- 
templation for two weeks and Mr, Breckin- 
ridge has been a frequent visitor at the 
White House during that time. He was with 
the President again at 2 o’clock yesterday 
and remained for some time, tbe acceptance 
of the honor being concluded before he left. 
Mr. Wilson, who is a close personal friend of 
Mr. Breckinridge, was one of the few who, 
outside of the executive circles, was 
congnizant of the facts of the case.

The Ziegenhein case, while resulting in an 
acquittal of Mr. Ziegenhein on a charge of 
embezzlement, still leaves a mystery un- 
solyed—the mystery of that $4,302 check.

Neither in nor ont of court has there 
been any explanation of this discrepancy 
nor any attempt to show that the license 
should not have shown the full amount 
paid by the concern or why the concern 
paid $4,102 more than the license called 
for. 

But merely because the indictment did 
not charge collusion and fraud in making 
the license, the prosecution 
was not allowed to go into 
this phase of the subject and 
as all the license called for had been ac- 
counted for, Judge Green held that the 
Collector could not be forced to ac- 
count for the $4,102 under that form of in- 
dictment. 

Thus the Collector gets a technical 
acquittal. His vindication waits till that 
extra collection of $4,102 is satisfactorily 
explained, and until the missing records 
of his pffice, which he would never let 
press of public examine, are found. 

In this Gommection it isin order to say 

that for years, before Ziegenhein’s time as 
well as since, the city has been full of 
queer stories about license payers having 
gaved money by paying more than the Col- 
lector could be held accountable for on the 
face of the license.

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WESTERE GOVEREORS. 

The New York Times takes a very de 
spondent view of Western civilization, the 
manifest failure of which, it says, com- 
pelled President Cleveland to issue two 
proclamations for the purpose of restoring 
order in eight States and two Territories, 
all of which are in the middle West or the 
far West. 

According to the Times, ‘‘the plain truth 
is that the Governors of these communi- 
ties are a set of sneaks and trimmers,’’ 
who go in fear of the labor vote, which 
has come to mean the Anarchist vote’’— 
all except Altgeld, who is himself an 
Anarchist and public enemy. 

Itis this view of Western civilization 
and Western Governors that, according 
tothe Times, impelled President Cleve- 
land to issue proclamations that ‘‘consti- 
tute an indictment of the civilization of 
the ten communities concerned, and a 
declaration that they have shown them- 
selves incapable of self-government.’’ 

As the Times has not been formally 
appointed or recognised as the organ of 
the Administration, it would be mani- 
testly unjust to hold President Cleveland 
responsible for this construction of his 
proclamation or this statement of his 
opinions 6f Western civilization, Western

Before rushing to Texas to have some- 
thing to stand on when the United States 
fall to pieces it would be well for the peo- 
ple to wait until Cassandra Hogg’s fam- 
ily physician has diagnosed and treated 
his case. In all probability it will be 
found that the Governor mistakes symp- 
toms of malaria for signs of the times and 
that he needs a dose of calomel worse than 
the Republic needs salvation. His pro- 
phetic vision is jaundiced. His liver is 
disordered. 


WHOEVER else shall observe the Sabbath it 
seems that the United states soldier shall 
not.

The progressive party in Japanese 
politics has long ad vocated the conquest and 
annexation of Corea, but it has been de- 
terred from carrying into execution this pro- 
ject by the Knowledge that by so doing it 
would iocur the energetic hostility of the 
Chinese, es well as of the Ooreans them- 
selves, and the course which this party has 
recently advocated is for a partition of the 
Kingdom by China and Japan, without re- 
Card to the interests of Russia and Great 
Britain. 

Corea is the Belgium ofthe East, and were 
she attacked would probably find powerful 
nations ready to to her ald, not because 
they might be directly interested in the wel- 
fare ofthe kingdom, but rather from that 
feeling experienced zo generally in this part 
of. the globe, namely, not to let any other 
power gala an advantage not shared in by all 
other countries having interest in the East.

apan was granted the privilege of opening 
three coaling stations on the coast; in 1879 
the harbors of Gengan, and in 1888 Chemulpo 
was thrown open to Japanese commerce, all 
other nations being excluded from the bene 
fits granted to Japan. in the meantime, 
Ohina, who bas always regarded Corea 
as ( dependehc of her empire, 
began to grow jealous of the increasing 
influence of Japan, and to counteract this 
bold of her inveterate enemy encouraged, if 
not actually in ed, foreign powers to 
follow in the foot of Japan in conelud- 
ing treaties Wind die Hermit Kingdom,’’ 
and it was with help that Admiral shu- 
feldat of the Unite@ states Navy led the way 
and successfully c lead through the treaty 
between the United States and Corea in 1883. 
Later on Great Britain, Germany and France 
successfully negotiated very similar treaties. 

Before the treaty between this country and 
Corea was agreed upon the American 
schooner Gen. Sherman was sent, in 1866, by 
a New York commercial house on a trading 
voyage to Corean ports. 

Arriving at ‘oy Yang the crew became 
involved in some difficulties with the natives 
andthe vessel or crew were never heard 
from afterward. Jt wasreported that the 
crew were overpowered by the natives, who 
imprisoned them below the decks, and, clos- 
ing the hatches, set fre tothe vessel, burn- 
lug the crew alive. Vessels of war of our 
Asiatic squadron were sentto Ping Yang on 
two separate occasions to investigate the 
disappearance of the schooner and cargo, but 
nothing could be learned. The people ana of- 
fcials alike professed utter ignorance 
of the affair. Admiral Rodgers, then 
commanding the Asiatic squadron, pro- 
ceeded to Seoul. thecapita zeln his fleet. 
While engaged in tracing or sounding outa 
channel for the passage ofthe ships up the 
river, the surveying boats were several 
times fired upon by the Coreans, who ex- 
hibitedevery sign of hostility, and finaily 
forced to retire tothe men-of-war. The Ad- 
miral perceiving that nao peaceful solution 
could be obtained, desired to destroy the 
Corean forts along the riverand then bring 
the war-like natives toterms. The various 
forts were bombarded by the gunboats Palos 
and Monocacy,and after their guns were 
dismounted by the shell from the gunboats 
the sallors and marines were landed from 
the larger men-of-war. Each fort was sepa- 
rately attacked and its garrison either cap- 
tu or put to fight. The sallors then blew 
up all the fortifications, after which they re- 
turned to their respective ships. The loss of 
the Americans in this little war was three 
killed and as many wounded, while the 
Corean loss amounted to wgll up in the nun- 
Greds killed and many times as many 
wounded. This occurred in June, iu, and 
was the forerunner of the opening of tne 
kingdom, 

Americans are the most influential of all 
foreigners in Corea. It was Maj. Dye, an 
Amer.can, who drilled and disciplined the 
Corean Army. n. C. W. Legendre, an 
American, was the Oorean King’s Prime 
Minister, and C. R. Greathouse, another 
8 the legal adviser of the Corean
